it. This authority is called the Mel- 
chizedec Priesthood, or the Priesthood 
of the Son ef God. There is no king- 
dom, or part of a kingdom that does any 
business in a legal manner without de- 
legated authority, and it would be the 
height of folly to suppose that the great 
God does business in a confused or 
disorderly manner. Now there is no 
way in which he can give this author- 
ity but by immediate revelation.

1. The extent of land he owned may be fonnd from the support his stock 
needed: 7,000 sheep would require a range of as many acres: 3,000 camels 
would need five acres each ; 1,000 yeke oxen an equal range of five acres with 
thecamels ; 500 asses abont two acres each; and his household, which was 
“very great,” 2,000 ; in all 30, 000 acres The value of this amount, at $5 per 
acre, $150,000. 2. The cost of Job's cattle—7,000 sheep at $2 each; 3,000 
camels at probably $50 ; 1000 oxen at $10 each, and 500 acres at the same price. 
This would equal about $175,000. 3. To tend such vast herds, according to the 
| custom of the East, the number of laborers must have been large. A 
| contemporary with Job, could muster in his ewn family retinue 318 trained men 
atarms. As many more must have remained at home to attend to his flocks, 
etc., when the patriarch went in pursuit of the invaders of Lot’s territory. Job 
may have had 300; their pay and support, $20,000. 4. The necessary houses 
for living and shelter and the folds could not be less than $26,000. The whole 
value of the above would be $370,000. All this wealth seems incredible, were it 
net declared so by the voice of inspiration. At the close of the book we are told 
that even this amount was daplicated, or $740,000. When we compare this 


with the relative present value of money and that of Job’s day, his wealth was | 
enormous.

Havine substantiated the idea that the best of men in all ages have believed 
in the possibility, desirability, and indispensable necessity for revelation and 
communication with intelligences eutside the flesh, and that the real or 
assumed facts of such communication have entered into the popular heart and 
formed the universal faith of all peoples, it is curious to note that there is 
with this general conclusion (in the midst of Christendom at all events) an in. 
disposition to believe in the probability of present interest by the spiritual 
world, and an idea fatal to the exhibition of such interest (among the religious 
portion in particular) arising from the conclasion that revelation was final and 
exhausted in the days of Jesus and his Apostles ; yet the prophetic writings 
given from this self-same source, give promises in profusion that at some 
period of man’s experience on the earth, this communion would be more 
extensive than heretofore, and that as a result, the earth shall be dilled with 
the knowledge ok the glory of the Lord, as the waters cover the sea“ (Hab. ii, 
14; Isa. xi, 9), and that “none shall ask, know ye the Lord, but that all 
shall know him, from the least even anto the greatest.“ 

This one item of understanding as the result of ‘communication, implies so - 
great a fulness, freeness, and freshness of intelligence, in a vast multitude of 
detail, that we may readily conclude, not only that qualified teachers will be 
innymerable, each the recipient of revelation, but that the same spirit will 
rest upon the vast hosts of the human family, for ali shall knew him, from the 
least even unto the greatest.” How grandly that harmonizes with the thrilling 
promise given by inspiration from on high through Joel, And it shall come 
to pass afterward, that I will pour out my spirit upon all flesh, and your sons 
and daughters shall prophecy, your old men shall dream dam, your young 
men shall see visions; and also upon the servants and upon the handmaids in 
thees days will I pour oat my spirit.” 

Prior to this manifestation of the fullness of knowledge, there will be of 
noeoessity much change in the condition, feelings, and faith of some portion of 
the human family; no matter how darkness (may) cover the earth, and 
gross darkness the people“ now; yet there will be a time when the Lord 
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shall arise upon Zion, and his glory shall be seen upon her ;” and this will be 
the dawning of the new era, its commencement among mankind ; by virtue of 
the fact that gross darkness” is upon the people, it may be inferred that the 
effusion of light will be ann and that it will only be perceived by those 
who have . eyes to see,” it will be just as true at this time as it was in the 
days of Jesus, that the light shineth in darkness, but the darkness compre- 
hendeth it not.” 
It may further be assumed that this re visitation or renewal of communi- 
cation will be according to the fiat of exalted intelligence, and that a suitable 
medium will be prepared for so important a time in strict analogy with all 
divine precedent, and it may further be assumed that there would be such a 
brooding of this spirit on the minds of many, that when the voicé of authority 
should come, it would find response enough to establish anew this divine idea 
and order ; these conditions, even in the wisdom of man, would seem to be 
among the inevitables, the prophetic harbingers of final success. 

About the year 1830 all these conditions met; during several years of train- 
ing the Prophet was being developed by spiritual ministration for the great 
duties of his mission, and a people were being prepared not only for the orga 
 nizstion of the Church, but for the success of its ministry and the increase of 
its power. Many of the ideas then advanced by this professed Prophet were 
new to his generation, and can only be accounted for on an acceptance of the 


fact of inspiration and revelation; religious thought, criticism, organization 0 


and teaching had failed to discover the fundamental discrepances and incon- 
sistences of every direction, to the professedly recognized authorities and 
standards of the past ; but when the key was turned, and the door opened by 
a werkman unrecognized of the world, there was a more than Pentecostal 
influx of spiritual power and manifestation, men's spiritual perceptions were 
opened to the truth, the Scriptures were made plain, dreams and visions were 
common to many, 4a e ministered to those prepared, and a few were privi- 
leged in holy places to behold the Son of Man; men spake in tongues and 
prophecied, the sick were healed and devils were cast out; all the spiritual 
agencies and manifestations of the ancient time ‘testified in modern human 
experience, that the heavens were again opened, that communication was 
restored, that the principles which are eternal were once more under new 
conditions open to the practice of those who might be ‘‘ obedient to the hea- 
venly vision.“ [Ut was thus demonstrated that Joseph was a great Prophet 
and Seer in the positive experience of the obedient believer, and the word 
of God grew and multiplied,“ or, as was said in another place, 80 n 
grew the word of God and prevailed” (Acts. xix, 20). ; 

Opposition seemed but to add fuel to this flame, as missionaries increased 
and traveled more extensively, so also ‘were their labors continually demonstra- 
ted by this spiritual awakening, and the impulses of this spirit seemed to push 
the people together, as if to found à community or nation especially suscepti- 
ble to spiritual inſluenoes, and so far capable of being educated that this com- 
munion might become an established rule or law of life, until heaven should 
really come to earth, in accordance with the apparently express mission of the 
Prophet Joseph, and this ew the Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter-day Saints. . | 
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To be sure (even with measurably prepared material) thig-¥equires time ; 
- inherent faculties blunted, rendered dormant by disuse, of.atified by tale 
teaching, can not be resurrected or recuperated in a day, and e found powers 
are always by the perversity of the flesh more or less liable. to. abuse, yet in 
the Church there is a greater concentration of this used spiritael faculty and 
spiritual susceptibility than can be found elsewhere in an organized capacity 
upon the face of the earth; thousands of them not only believe dommunication 
possible, but they know that it exists; thousands not only consider it desira- 
dle, but they really enjoy it; tens of thoussnds consider and know it to be 
indispensable to the highest and grandest interests of mankind, and they are 
passing through the rudimentary and preparatory processes of spiritual com- 
munication and life; they may (many of them) be only amenable to the whis-. 
perings of the spirit—its gentle monitions—soothing as the songs of childhood 
simply falling upon à willing ear; others there are who in the ministrations of 
the Priesthood can sense the power of revelation, and know that God is 
manifest in the flesh ;” others hold communion with advanced intelligences by 
the processes of a dream or vision; and afew there are who are so far advanced 
and cultivated, (or developed as it might be said,) who really receive angelic 
visitation and enjoy that intelligent communion which enlarges the heart, 
informs the judgment, and gives those enlarged ideas in regard to divine gov- 
ernment and divine purpose§which tend to glorify the duties and labors of the 
present; and there are those doubtless like the Prophet Joseph, who are so 
far ahead in purity of life and spiritual growth, that they are able to receive 
the ministrations of the Father and the Son. 

This is to be the ultimate experience of all those who are faithful to the 
Gospel, who accept without delinquency the teachings, ordinances, and system 
established by Jesus, and revealed again through the great Prophet—God- 
appointed in this ‘‘ the dispensation of the fullness of times ;” and althongh 
theJouter fringe of this great spiritual movement may touch many outside 
the Church, though spiritual influences may work in many an irregular 
channel, such as Spiritualism, |Irvingism, and in other organized as well aa 
individual forms, these are all illusory only 80 far as they may lead by specia- 
process to associations with the recognized and authorized, yet natural and 
inevitably orderly system; that which springing from higher sources than the 
vagaries of wayward spirits, or the utterances ef deceptive ones, will lead 
men ‘‘unto Mount Zion, ſand unto the city of the living God, the heavenly 
Jerusalem, and to an innumerable company of angels, to the general assembly 
and Church of the first-born which are written in heaven, and to God the 
judge of all, and to the spirits of just men made perfect, and to Jesus the 
Mediator of the new covenant” (Heb. xii, 22, 23, 24); by virtue of fealty te the 
’ laws which control and secure the privilege and prerogative of association with 
this grand array of spiritually exalted and progressive intelligence. 

Said we not truly that the restoration of revelation and communication 
involved great issues, and great salvation? That a man thus privileged to 
open again the avenues of inspiration and revelation under God was a great 
man and a mighty Prophet ?j And may it not be truly said that a people, a 
community, a nation, whofpossess and are growing into this great privilege, — 
practice, experience, and life, are a people, to be envied and henored, for they. 
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all the keys which pertain to glory and dominion both in time and 
the eternities to come?’
